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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that the prior art does not teach a 
flash having a duration D=T2-Tl.This argument is not persuasive because this limitation is not stated in the claims. It is 
the claims that define the claimed invention, and it is claims, not specification that are anticipated or unpatentable. 
Constant v. Advanced Micro-Devices, Inc., 7 USPQ2d 1064. 

Applicant states that the prior art does not teach a timing generator with a control signal T2. This argument is not persuasive because 

Dennewitz discloses a generating means with first time TO (orT1) and second time T2 for controlling a cooling mode. 

Applicant states that in Dennewitz, the quench time is determined by the reflection light (as opposed to the present invention?). This 
argument is not persuasive because, in the rejection on the merits, the Examiner uses Dennewitz as a secondary reference only for its 
teaching of the timing generating means having T1 and T2, as claimed by applicant to quench the lamp. How is the time of quench is 
determined is irrelevant. 

Applicant states that the Examiner's arguments stating that the control is transistorized are wrong. This argument is not persuasive 
because the entire circuit (including transistors), as shown in Fig. 1, is responsive to the reflection light and converts data in a quench time 
duration (time duration generator). 

Therefore, in combination with Article, Dennewitz teaches all the limitations claimed by Applicant. 
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
